n Equal Basis 


Staid Harvard university 
has at last become impressed 
with the growth and de- 
velopment of the junior col- 
lege movements. 

According to information re- 
ceived today by Director D. K. 
Hammond, Harvard will hereaf- 
ter make provisions to accept jun- 
ior college transfers on “an equal 
basis with those transferring into 
the undergraduates body from 
liberal arts and_ engineering 
schools.” 

The move is acclaimed as a 
notable achievement for junior 
college education as universities 
cannot long ignore the fine work 
that is being done in the jaysee 
field, the director said. 

NEW POLICY 

Harvard authorities made the 
following announcement in regard 
to their new policy: 

Indications are that other east- 
ern colleges and universities which 
have failed to recognize junior 
. college work to date will follow 
Harvard’s lead in the near future. 

“The growth and development 
of junior colleges in recent years 


and the increasing number of in-| 


quiries regarding entrance from 
such institutions into Harvard have 
impressed the Committee on Ad- 
mission with the desirability of 
making certain changes in their 
transfer regulations. Heretofore 
admission to advanced standing in 
Harvard college has been limited 
to four-year liberal arts and en- 
gineering colleges. Beginning with 
the academic year 1941-42, stu- 
dents from junior colleges will be 
considered for admission to under- 
graduate standing in Harvard col- 
lege on an equal basis with those 
transferring into the undergradu- 
ate body from liberal arts and 
engineering schools on the fol- 
lowing terms: 

ENTRANCE RULES 

“1. Admission to the junior 
class of Harvard college is possible 

only for those who present a com- 

plete four-year secondary school 
record, plus two years of dis- 
tinguished work in the junior col- 
lege concerned. 

“2. Those who have completed 
two satisfactory, but not distin- 
guished, years in a junior college 
may be eligible for sophomore 
standing at Harvard. For such stu- 
dents, three years of further work 
in Harvard college will be neces- 


sary. : 

“3, Those who have completed 
but a single year in a junior col- 
lege can be considered for admis- 
sion to the sophomore class only 
on the basis of an honors record. 
Those who have completed a single 
year without distinction are not 
eligible for admission by trans- 
fer, but must qualify for admis- 
sion into the freshman class on 
the same basis as those who enter 
from secondary schools. 

TEST NECESSARY 

“All transfer students are re- 
quired to take the scholastic ap- 
titude test which is given by the 
College Entranee Examination 
Board in April and June each 
year. 

“Applications for admission by 
transfer must ordinarily be sub- 
mitted not later than April 15; 
but in view of this late change in 
transfer rules applications from 
junior college candidates, in 1941 
only, will be accepted as late as 
June 1.”

Luck is probably with us this 
year as instructors cannot give 
any exams of this Ides of March 
which falls on Saturday. 

But it might be a good idea to 
watch yourself anyway—just in 
case!
